“This is a historic restoration,” Cubs President Crane 
Kenney said. “This is not a renovation. This is not trying to 
make Wrigley new.

At the same time, Kenney insisted the team needs to 
make more money to compete, thus the proposed addi- 
tion of more than 41,000 square feet of signs to the sta- 
dium’s interior and surrounding neighborhood.

Singer-songwriter Michele McGuire 
and her band took the Rock ’n’ Vote 
poll very seriously. “Every time we'd 
wake up in the morning we'd be like, 
‘Oh my God, the polls have changed!”
